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Be it further resolved that our Party and all of its local units

Be it further resolved, that the Socialist Party-Social 
Democratic Federation goes on record once again expressing its 
solidarity with the Spanish Socialists and other democrats both 
inside Spain and in exile who are valiantly carrying on the fight 
for the reestablishment of a democratic regime and freedom for the 
long" suffering Spanish people.

should invite all nations to send observers to check on our unilateral 
disarmament. We should abolish all espionage services. 

V,.fhen such a program of unilateral initiative in disarmament was 
announced and begun there could be no doubts in the minds of the 
uncommitted peoples of the world who was the force for peace. Neither 
could such a policy escape the attention of the peoples of the Soviet 
bloc. Under this pressure of world opinion and because of its need 
for greater capital accumulations the Soviet Union would probably be 
forced to abandon its militaristic policies, and the armaments race 
could be transformed into a race for competitive disarmament. Under 
this policy i-ze believe the need for national defense against aggression 
would' decline. However 9 an indispensable program for organized non- 
violent resistance 'should accompany any iinilateral disarmament, and it 
is 5 indeed, with all its risks and limitations, the only effective form 
of national defense and the only method compatible with socialist 
humanitarian! sm under modern conditions.

Since the SP-SDF wiH not be running a presidential campaign 
in 19603 it is necessary for us to give exact definition to our atti- 
tude toward political action and our relations x^rlth the Democratic 
party. 

On the one hand, we must not cut ourselves off from those in 
the Democratic party who are moving toward a socialist viewpoint. On 
the other hand, as an independent party with a program and views of 
our ownj we must distinguish ourselves very clearly from liberal 
apologists for capitalismo 

_ The SP-SDF continues to regard the Democratic party as basically 
a class party bound organizationally and programmatically to capitalism. 
We believe that the Democratic party cannot resolve the questions of 
peace, civil rights 5 and full employment X'jithout a i-iav economy. Vie 
are against the view that the Democratic party is a multi-class party 
to be described only in nonclass terms, as containing "contradictions," 
as uncommitted to capitalism. We believe that it is not only the 
Southern wing which represents capitalism, but the Northern political 
machine as v/ell. We consider the Democratic party as a whole to be 
fundamentally hostile to the econoinic and social principles of ^socialism. 

We are for a political realignment ^of labor and liberals. 
However, v;e are not liberals promoting some nexi/ form of liberalism| 
we are socialists seeking democratic socialism. Therefore the type 
of support X'Te offer to trade union candidates, running under the label 
of either of the capitalist parties, must be well defined if liquida- 
tionist tendencies are not to develop in our party. Socialists cannot 
agree that simple trade-union rubberstamping of Democratic party candi- 
dates, is enough to justify our support. We are for labor candidates 
regardless of their formal party ties only when their candidacies 
involve a real break with the bureaucratic machinery and political 
attitudes of the capitalist parties. That is, we continue to oppose 
so-called labor candidates where, in fact, a capitalist party continues 
to supply the issues and to run the campaign m.achinery. We believe it 
\illl be possible to recognize labor candidates worthy of socialist 
support by the fact that their candidacies will foster and encourage 
new participation by rank and file union members in the political life 
of the community and nation. 

We believe the SP-SDF must launch an educational campaign 
centered about America's need for a labor party. Socialists are urged, 
as individuals active in labor, cooperative, and liberal groups, to 
agitate and campaign for the formation of a new party based upon a 
complete organizational and programmatic break with the old parties. 
We maintain that a labor party perspective is ^not outmoded, as some 
believe, but on the contrary has been proved to be a real factor in 
American political life by the recent proposals for independent politi- 
cal action, coming from some unions that are fed up with the treachery of 
liberal politicians in the Democratic party.
